The cost in lives and woe is vast—far more vast than 
anybody can imagine. But the world is used to woe, and lives, so 
far. have been held cheaply—not only in war but in peace. 

But the money cost—that is something that is likely to be a 
more practical stumbling bloek to further war than anything else 
imaginable. 

it will not be until the war is over and the belligerent nations | 
face the grim task of paying the bills that the world will realize 
the full meaning of the appalling figures that are being carelessly 
juggled on men’s tongues. 

When Great Britain, the other day, arranged to spend fifteen 
million dollars a day for the next three months, it was stated that 
at the expiration of the three months the cost of the war to Great 
Britain would reach the staggering sum of four billions and thirty- 
one million dollars. There is utterly no prospect today that the 
end of the war will be any more visible at that time than it is 
Britain’s expenditures began 





now; and now it is not at all visible, 
at five milliogs a day and have increased to fifteen millions a day. 
Theresis no \ikelihood that’ they will decrease, and it is far more 
likely that they will increase. 

This is but one nation of the eleven engaged in war. ‘The total 
cost at the end of the war will be a figure almost incredible, and 
wholly incomprehensible. 

When the war is over these nations, their manhood shattered 
by the havoc of war, their industries paralyzed and their financial 
systems demoralized, will face the sinister task of paying the bills. 

When they do that, the world is likely to come to the conclu- 
sion not only that war is barbarie and atavistic and anachronistic, 
but that it is a luxury so costly that the world can’t afford any 
more of it.—Hemet News.
